HIS LIFE STORY 


Born at Lisbon, on August 15, 1195, 
Anthony, having received his primary 
education at the cathedral school, at the 
age of 15 joined the Canons Regular of 
St. Augustine. When 26 years old he re- 
ceived permission to change over to the 
newly-founded missionary Order of St. 
Francis, and shortly afterwards was sent 
to Africa. As soon as he landed there he 
became so ill that he had to return to 
Europe. Thenceforward his apostolate 
lay in France and Italy. He died at 
Padua, on June 13, 1231, aged 36 years. 
On hearing of his decéase the children 
ran through the streets shouting: “The 
Saint is dead. Our Father Saint An- 
thony is dead.” So many miracles were 
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t his burial that his funerg) 
became a triumphal ovation 
Pope Gregory IX canonized him on 
May 30, 1232, less than a year after his 
death. His mortal remains are venerated 
in the basilica called after him at Padua.

THE WONDER-WORKER 


People often ask——why is St. Anthony 
called the Wonder-Worker; what 1s 
really the secret of his immense PoOpUu- 
larity? The answer is that he has de- 
servedly earned the title. The Church 
says of him in her responsory, “Tf you 
want miracles, go to St. Anthony.” Pope 
Gregory IX, in his letter declaring him 
a Saint, hails him as “dearest worker 0 
miracles.” This was in the thirteenth 
century. Thenceforward — and never 
more than in our own day—the history 
of our Saint abounds in instances Co) 
extraordinary favours attributed to his 
intercession, €.g., the sick are healed, 
difficulties solved, lost things restore®> 
etc. Ought we be surprised then that he 
is known and loved all the world over 
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THE POPE’S WORDS 

“Where are you from?” asked Pope 
Leo XIII, who as a tertiary belonged to 
the Franciscan family, addressing Don 
Antonio Locatelli. “From Padua, Your 
Holiness.” “And do you love your 
saint?” “Love him, Holy Father? In- 
deed yes! I was born and bred within 
the sight of his tomb and I bear his 
name.” “My son,” said the Pontiff, “‘it 
18 not enough that you love him, but you 
must make him loved, for he is the saint 
not of Padua only, but of the whole 
world.” 

* Truly, Saint Anthony is the saint of 
the whole world. There is scarcely a 
church or chapel that does not possess 
an image of the saint, and few Catholic 
homes are without a picture of the 
wonder-worker. The people love him, 
for he seems to have unlimited access to 
the treasures of God’s graces and bless- 
ings. He reclaims lost sums of money, 
as well as the lost graces of God. He 
heals the wounds of the body, as well as 
the festering sores of sin in the soul. He 
advances the temporal and, still more, 
the eternal interests of his devout clients.

ST. ANTHONY’S BREAD 


One of St. Anthony’s distinguished 
characteristics was his intense love for 
God’s poor. Not only had the poor the 
Gospel preached to them by him, but 
they also had their material wants sup- 
plied. One of the first recorded miracles 
after his death was worked by the Saint 
for their benefit, when he restored to 
life the drowned boy, Thomasino of 
Padua, whose mother had promised the 
Saint her child’s weight in corn for the 
poor should her prayer be granted. 

From the first, charitable associations 
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in honour of St. Anthony existed, by 
which grain, bread and alms were dis- 
tributed to the needy, as old Writings 
and pictures reveal. However, the pious 
practice generally lapsed, and only in 
recent years has it been revived and 
taken on world-wide proportions. 

Like all the great works of God, the 
revival of the devotion of St. Anthony’s 
Bread had a'‘simple, even obscure, be- 
ginning. One day in the late eighties, a 
Frenchwoman, Miss Bouffier, owner of 
a small business in Toulon, found diffi- 
culty in unlocking the door of her shop. 
After repeated efforts she sent for : 
locksmith, whose assortment of ke) 
proved likewise useless. Deciding that 
the lock must be forced, the mai 
departed to get tools for the purpos' 
During the interim, Miss Bouffier fel: 
inspired to call on Saint Anthony fo: 
help, Promising him some bread for hi: 
POOE if the door was opened without 
injury to the lock. On the locksmith’s 
pe she asked him to try his keys 
ri ee oe him of her promise to 

ie atiercce - man complied and at the 

e door was opened. 
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This little incident greatly strength- 
ened Miss Bouffier’s confidence in St. 
Anthony. She increased her devotion 
to the Wonder-Worker, always promis- 
ing bread for the poor. Her friends 
followed her example in prayer and 
promise, with the result that, in a short 
time, the rear of her shop became a 
centre for Saint Anthony’s Bread in 
Toulon. Persons of all ranks and con- 
ditions came there to pray before the 
little statue of Saint Anthony that a 
grateful client had presented, Alms of 
bread arrived in large quantities, until 
the task of distribution became too diffi- 
cult. Then it was decided to accept 
money offerings for the poor, who were 
thereby enabled to purchase clothing 
and other necessities. 


Within a short time the devotion of 
St. Anthony’s Bread was introduced 
into other parts of France, whence it 
spread throughout Europe and the rest 
of the world. Today, due perhaps in a 
large measure to this devotior., the great 
Wonder-Worker of Padua is truly “the 
Saint of the whole world”’.

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ORIGIN OF NOVENAS 


Novenas in general seem to take their 
origin from the nine days that Our 
Blessed Lady and the Apostles remained 
in prayer in the Upper Room awaiting 
the coming of the Holy Ghost. 

Our Lord repeatedly exhorts us “to 
Pray without ceasing”; to pray with 
faith, hope and perseverance. One of the 
chief reasons why our prayers are not 
answered is the want of perseverance. 

Our Holy Mother the Church has 
€ver encouraged the devout practices of 
Novenas by the numerous indulgences 
she has attached to them. 


HOW TO MAKE THE NOVENA 


1. Each day, if Possible, assist at 
Mass, and go to Confession and Com- 
munion at least once during Novena. 

2. Promise an alms for St. Anthony’s 
Bread if your circumstances permit. 

3. Spread devotion to the Saint. 

4, Either in the church or at home 
recite some prayers for nine consecu- 
tive days, or nine Tuesdays, before an 
image of the Saint.

ST. ANTHONY’S LILIES 

On St. Anthony’s Feast, June 13, the 
ceremony of the blessing of lilies takes 
Place. This custom originated in com- 
memoration of a special manifestation 
of St. Anthony at Marcasso, in Corsica. 
During one of the revolutions there, the 
Franciscans were driven into exile, but 
their chapel remained open and a public 
procession was made to it each year on 
the feast of the Wonder-Worker. For 
this occasion a temporary altar was 
raised in the centre of the main aisle. 
Garlands of flowers hung above the 
Saint’s head; at his feet were placed 
roses and other flowers, and lilies of 
spotless white stood out against a green 
background of laurel and myrtle. 
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The Divine Child appears to St. Anthony 
Chateauneuf.

several months he went with a 
helpers to the deserted chapel to cv 
plete his work. To their surprise a 
joy, they found the lilies fresh and whit 
as on the day they had been placed there 
while the roses and other floral offerings 
lay withered and dead. 

A similar instance of St. Anthony’s 
interest in his clients occurred in Aus- 
tria, in 1680. On the Saint’s feast, a 
fresh-cut lily had been placed in the 
hands of his statue; for a whole year the 
flower remained as fresh ard as white as 
the first day it was put there. The next

year the same stem bore two lilies which 
filled the whole church with their fra- 
grance. This fact was testified to by 
many ¢ye-witnesses, among whom was 
Don Carlo Giotti who, on August Lk, 
1681, made an official report of the 
miraculous event. Permission to bless 
lilies in honour of St. Anthony was 
given by Pope Leo XIII. Many miracles 
of healing have been obtained through 
St. Anthony’s intercession, after apply- 
ing the blessed flower.

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BEADS OF SAINT ANTHONY | 


The devotion known as the Beads or
